“DANES iN CANADA 


Vice-Consul at Ottawa a Great Factor 
in Bringing Out Fine Settlers 


Perhaps the only Danish family in 
“anada that can boast of being repre 
sented by tour generations residing 
in the same locality, is that of Vice 
Consul Meyer, of Ottawa. The eldest, 
Mre. Anne Jorgen+en, is still hale and 
hearty; then come her son, Carl Con- 
rad Meyer; her grand-son, C, Robert 
Meyer, and her great-granddaughter 
Baby Anne Meyer. 

Mr. Meyer is one of the most d{s- 
tinguished Danes in this country. 
Ever since coming to Canada in 1885 
he resided in Ottawa, where from 
comparative poverty he rose into the 
Imelight of responsibility and nation- 
wide esteem. Physically the consul 
is a typical Scandinavian. 

Besides his diplomatic duties, Mr. 
Moyer Is proprietor and editor of The’ 
Danebrog. a weekly paper that he 
established in 1898. Through this 
medium he has been responsible for 
bringing many thousands of Danish 
Immigrants Into the northwestern 
provinces of Canada where, as agricul- 
eet) they have prospered splendid- 
y. 

“I am a British subject,” said the 
consul in an interview, ‘and a great 
belfever in the naturalization of all 
who come to this country to make 
their living. There were very few 
Danes here when | came out and Ot- 
tawa had only 28,000 inhabitants, but 
I stuck to the ship, did all that I 
could for the benefit of my people, 
and I feel that I have pretty good 
results to show for it.”

fine old English fashion, an active 
gentleman, armed with much z sutho It, 
and a long lashed whip, Wat @ nec. & 
sary accompaniment to eac h success 
ful hunt. He was known as the “whip- 
per in,” and his duty was to put th: 
fear of man into the hearts of such 
{l]-bred hounds as preterred rybbit- 
and the neighbors’ chickens to th: 
more orthodox deijights of the chase. 

To-day in all Parliaments ther. is 
a survival of the old whipper-in. The 
have cut his name to “whip,” and 
the naughty hounds are represented 
by less active. but none the tess frac 
tious, members of Parliament.

No Sinecure Here 


In Canada the whips get no ad 
ditional sa’i cy pald by the eountr 
Each party is of course at ifberty to 
pay its whips if It pleases. The oniy 
perquisites «hieh Canadian whips et 
joy are a private office and a secre- 
tary whose salary, is paid by Parlia 
ment. Beside the chief whips there 
are assistants tu the chief as well as 
whips for each o! ie Provinces. 

Being a whip is about as restful a 
job as being a train-lespatcher 
From the time the House meeis un 
til it rises again he is “on the job.” 
He must know where his members 
are, he must gee that they do not get 
out of touch, and he must have é# 
fairly shrewd idea of what the other 
side as up its sleeve. Without a cer- 
tain amount of understanding betwee 
the whips of the different parties it 
would be impossible to carry on the 
business of the House. As a matte: 
of fact the whips are usually the bes‘ 
of friends. and one who has strict idea 
about party linek would often be 
shocked by the evidences of good fel 
lowship dispiayed amongst them. 


Needs Tactful Man 


One thing that a successful whip 
Must have is tact. Take the case ct 
a late night’ sitting without anythin: 
important in sight. The majority of 
members are not interested in the 
subject under discussion. and natura’ 
ly thoughts of bed loom large as th:

; TURES. 
Dr. Boyle, Professor of Physics 


at the University of Alberta, will 
open a series of extension lectures at 
Red Deer school on Monday evening, 
Dec. 9th. His subject will be ‘‘Elec- 
tricity, its conduction through gases 
and X-rays.’’

He will 
show the relation of these discoveries 
to the thought of the leading scien- 
tists of today. Dr. Boyle is emi-

He is q dis- 
tinguished graduate of Me(ill uni- 
versity and has spent some time 


doing research work in the Old Land, 
Particularly at Manchester, where he 
worked in association with Dr. Ruth- 
erford, the man who has done so 
much toward making known _ the 
propertics of radium. ‘The lecture 
will be given in the Assembly Hall, 
hegi ning at 8 o'clock. The exten- 
sion lectures are given under the 
auspices of the Public School Board 
and are free to the general public.

MEDICAL HEALTH 
OFFICER’S REPORT. 

Medical Health Officer Collison 
brought in his annual report. 

Red Deer. Alta., Nov. 29, 1912. 
To the Mayor and Council of the 
Town of Red Deer, Alta. 

Centlemen,—The | health of — the 
Town, so far as the infectious an 
contagious diseases are concerned, 
has been remarkably good for 1912. 
except for the one disease, probably 
one of the most dangerous of all. 
although not generally considered a- 
such—whooping cough. Unfortunat- 
Iv. there were several deaths from 
this disease, and my intention is to 
quarantine for this disease if we 
should be unfortunate to have an- 
other epidemic. 

There was a slight epidemic of 
measles early in the year; adults as 
well as children were afflicted, but 
no deaths occurred. There were five 
cases of diptheria, unfortunately one 
of these cases resulted fatally. 

There have been three cases — of 
typhoid fever develop within — the 
Town limits, one across the track, 
another in the central part of the 
town, and another in’ one of — the 
hotels. All recovered. 

This, 1 think you will agree, is a 
remarkably good record, and one we 
should endeavor to maintain, as it 
will have some influence on people 
secking a new location to take up 
residence with us, as everyone desir- 
es to live in a healthy locality.

That he should look after the 
bread supply and groceries, and see 
that they are not unduly exposed to 
dust, ete.

And finally that he should have a 
con-tant oversight on the back yards 
and lanes and privies, where they 
were in use ; and the wells, if there 
are any in use; and when not en- 
gazed in this work, he should be a 
man who could work on the police 
foree, or in some other useful capa- 
city ff the work of the town, because 
although his duties would Le varied, 
1 do not think they should engage 
all his time at the present.

picious be put in the river above us.

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT. 
November 23rd, 1912. 
To His Worship the Mayor 
and Councillors. 

Gentlemen,—It affords me a great 
deal of pleasure to report that under 
Providence we have had another year 
of very few fires and a very small 
fire loss. 

At the same time it is my painful 
duty to have to’report the loss of 
one life through fire, the lirst in the 
history of Red Deer. 

Since my last report we hate had 
ten fires and vight false alarms, and 
have held thirty-seven practises, 

The average number of men re- 
sponding to fires has been 18.7 ; the 
average number of men responding to 
false alarms, 14.7 ; the average num- 
ber of men attending practises, 13.8. 
The total loss by fire was $1105.60, 
of which 75 per cent. was covered by 
msurance. 

The cause of fires was as follows : 
Children playing with matches, 2 ;

hot ashes piled against a building, 
1; chimney fires; 2; coal oil coffee 
boiler exploded, 1; coal oil lamp 


exploded, 1; spilled gasoline and a 
lighted match, 1; Unaccountable, 1.

BUYING STOCK FOR THE 

PROVINCE. 

Edmonton, Alta., Dec. 2.—Hon. 
Duncan Marshall, minister of agricul- 
ture for Alberta, is on the way east 
to attend the International Fat 
Stock Show in Chicago, where cattle 
from various provinces in Canada 
are entered for competition this! year. 
The principal entries are from West- 
ern Canada. Afterward, Mr. Mar- 
shall will attend the Fat Stock 
Show in Guelph, Ont., which will 
open on December 9. 

‘The people of the province of Al- 
berta are keenly interested in the 
live stock and dairy industries,’’ the 
minister suid, ‘‘and we are importing 
a better grade of cattle swine and 
sheep than ever. 

“There is also much interest in 
poultry raising. The department re- 
cently bought 1,350 pure bred birds 
for January delivery. These will be 
distributed in various parts of the 
province. We have also arranged for 
an 1,800-egg incubator for‘the pro- 
vincial poultry farm in Edmonton. 
We are arranging to ship one-day 
old chicks to farmers at cost price. 
I believe this plan will work out 
satisfactorily and'to the benefit of 
farmers and poultry growers through- 
out Alberta.” 

Mr. Marshall said that the pri- 
mary purpose of his visit to Chicago 
is to study live stock conditions, 
also to see how the Canadian ex- 
hibits are receiyed by experts of 
other countries.

Your dairy cow gives at leas 
9,000 testing 3.75 per cent. !f you 
sell milk you make $120 more from 
a dairy cow (6.000 pounds of milk at 
$2 per 100 pounds) and have all the 
skim milk from 6,000 pounds whoe 
milk to feed to the hogs. [pn shor 
you will have to stable, feed and ca'e 
for three milxers to obtain the saine 
results as from one dairy cow.”

HAVE YOU ADAIRY GOW?| REDUCING TE Gost {Building the Hudson 


Mixed Farming Would Lower the Out- 

lay on the Necessaries of Life 

The Canadian Farm in a recent ar- 
ticle makes a strong plea for mixed 
farming in the three Western prov- 
inces When it points out that ihe cost 
of living can be decreased by Its 
adoption. ‘The article is in part as 
follows: 

“No country in the world should be 
able to produce’ better or cheaper 
meats than those grain-growing prov- 
inces. Poultry of all kinds do well 
and thrive on the waste of maay farm 
where they are kept while milk and 
butter and cheese should be yielded in 
sufficient quantities to at least meet 
the local demands. Last year Man- 
itoba alone exported upwards of 4,000 - 
000 bushels of feed wheat besides a 
very large quantity of barley, while 
she {mported more pork “and mutton 
than she raised, and for months last 
winter Winnipeg imported milk from 
Minnesota. It is not because of diffi- 
| culty in raising these products nor of 
| the want of a good market for them 
| that so few enter upon mixed farm- 
ing. Nor is there a fear that the soil 
‘ would be injured by taking up these 
‘branches of agriculture. _. Evidence 
‘from every hand points to the ease 
‘with which abundant yields are se- 
cured and meat-producing animals de- 
; Veloped. Last year the Canadian Con 
servation Commission had surveys 
|made of 40,000 acres of Manitoba 
| lands, and learned from the most de- 
pendable sources that yields are go- 
‘ing back year by year, while weeds 
| are increasing at an alarming rate. 
| Nor ig the remedy hard to find and 
| to employ. It Hes in extending the 
| farming operations in the direction of 
producing the several neces:aries of 
life that are being imported in enor- 
| Mous quantities and so largely respon- 
| sible for the high cost of ving in the 
| West. 
| The happiest farmer and the most 
' contented, and really prosperous fam- 
‘fly, are those who find profitable em- 
ployment six days a week the year 
through and are able to see the re- 
turns coming in week by week to meet 
the emergencies of life. Such men 
have a most interesting «arcer. Ther 
i are seldom troubled by gnawing deb’. 
and never run the risk of protracted 
| privation. 


| POULTRY METHODS 


| Below we give the record of a pen 
of nine White Orpingtons belonging 
to Mr. Frank Smitz, a New Brunswick 
farmer, who conscientiously endea 
vored to produce the best result pos 
sible from lis small flock. The records 
established do not furnish anything 
specially remarkable, but the account 
is interesting, if for no other reason 
than that each pullet was named, and 
the owner has been able to give the 
time each commencd to lay and the 
number of eggs laid up to a stated 
| time. Mr. Smitz. states that at the 
time these pullets started laying it was 
from 20 to 24 degrees below zero. In 
January he received 97 eggs from the 
five oldest.

Britain Has Market 
for All Qur Flour 


Once Again Value of British 
-- Market to Canadian Ex- 
porters is Clearly 
Demonstrated 


Again the value of the British 
market. Under the proposed — reci- 
procity agreement Canadian wheat 
was to go to the United States, a 
country which is a great competitor 
of the Dominion in the export of 
wheat and flour, and which wanted 
Cananian wheat only for the benefit 
of the millicg industry and the car- 
rying trade of the United States. A 
report to the Department of Trade 
and Commerce from J. E. Roy, 
trade commissioner at Birmingham, 
shows that the demand for Cana- 
dian wheat flour in England is in- 
creasing. Inquiries ar2 reaching the 
oflice for hard wheat flour, and Mr. 
Roy understands that a big demand 
for the Canadian product is likely, 
as the quantity and quality of 
British and continental wheat are 
not up to the average this year. Mr.

that the Canadian home market is 
absorbing the supply.
